CHICAGO, May 20.—A moat distressing 


accident marred thedosingof the week's 
series of the Woman's congress in the 
Art institute building. There was an 
attractive program in Washington hall 
;iml a great crowd of women gathered at 
the entrance (struggling to get in. A 
section of the flooring, 20 by 30 feet, gave 
aivny, precipitating seventy-Hvc women 
to the ground below, a distance of twelve 
feet. • 


The struggling mass at once filled the 


jiir with cries of pain and terror. Al- 
most a panic spread to the largo niuli- 
eiM-e already gathered in Washington 
hall. Assistance was procured as quickly 
us poh-aible and the frightened and dis- 
abled \\-ereextriaited. 


When all had been gotten out it was 


ascertained that eight were seriously 
though not fatally hurt. Many others 
were more or leas shaken up, but not 
injured enough to require assistance in 
leaving the building.

Los Angeles to be Connected With 


Salt Lake. 


Lou AMIKI.KH, May 20.—-An important 


railroad contract has been awarded 
within the past few duysnnd is regarded 
us a dullnitu step towards the much 
talked of railroad from Los Angeles to 
Salt l^ike. The contract was given by 
the Los Angeles, Owens Valley & Utah 
Uailroiid Company to F. E. CJreen of 
tin's city, to construct a line of railroad 
from Mojuye to Independence, a dis- 
tance of 150 mile?, the cost to be about 
$2,100,000, and the work to be done 
within nine months. 


The railroad comp.iny is backed en- 


tirely by English capital". 


The same company is building a canal 


110 miloH long to run from sixteen milos 
nhovci Independence to the end of Indian 
Wells valley, ami by means of this great 
irrigating main it is intended to open up 
fur Ketlleineiit 338,030 acres of laud and 
the new railruad will pass through these 
lands. 


Frederick Stock, president of 
the 


company, states that work will com- 
mence on the new line as soon us Sur- 
veyor II. L. Kyan and his corps of men 
return, which will be about the 28th 
instant. He Hays the line is entirely in- 
dependent of any other company, is to 
be built entirely with Knglish capital, 
and that the bonds of the road have all 
k'«n sold. 


The surveyor will next lay out a route 


to lx)3 Angeles from Mojave, coming 
through San Francisco valley via J'o- 
iiiuna. 


It is proposed after this is done to 


survey a lino to Salt Lake, with a view 
Um-curim*, eventually, a through line 
fn-iii Los Angeles to Salt Lake.

PEACE ASSURED. 


Conferences on the Chinese Exclu 


sion Act 


WABIIINOTON, May 20.—Today tin 


Chinese minister and the ofliciul inter- 
preter for the legation called at the 
department of state, and they were im- 
mediately shown into the secretary's 
private room, where a consultation en- 
sued, lasting nearly half an hour. 


When Secretary Gresham was asked 


for information upon the subject he 
said he felt he could safely declare there 
was no reason for fear of any trouble or 
outbreak, cither in the United States or 
China, growing out of the Chinese law. 
Later in the day Chief Justice Fuller, 


who lias shown much interest in the 
legal aspect of the present Chinese situ- 
ation, had an interview with Secretary 
Gresham. 


Secretary Carlisle said today he would 


certainly enforce the law as to deporting 
Chinese as far as the means at his dis- 
posal would permit. He intended to 
begin with that class of Chinese who 
were in this country illgotten. Haviirj 
sent this class out of this country, he 
would then turn his attention to the 
other and larger class of those who 
would comply with the Geary law as to 
registration. But $16,000 remains of 
the appropriations for the present fiscal 
year to curry out this law, but $50,000 
will be available for the purpose by 
July 1 next.

speech, in which he exposed the manner 
in whic.h dishonest commission men 
have been accustomed to robbing the 
producers.
